“NO COMPLAINTS. 

Yy Fu, building'sab-contractor of 
Ot, Praya East, who ‘employed 
tho deceased, srid that he had been 
in the businass for 18 yeurs.

The 
diving apparatue was supplied by 
witness. He obtained this particn- 
lar stit from the Yiek Chenng firm 
uhout xix months ago.
